The Examiner has rejected Claims 15-25 under 35 USC 
§112, second paragraph, referring to the claim structure. The 
phrase "method or composition" in these claims was a drafting 
error and has been modified to correspond to the relevant 
dependencies of each claim. Withdrawal of this rejection is 
accordingly requested . 

The Examiner has further rejected Claims 1 and 2 under 
35 USC §102(b)over Roblin et al. Gastroenterol Clin Biol 18 :1146 
(1994) . The Examiner cites only the title of the article, "Use 
of polyethylene glycol 4000 in hepatic encephalopathy related to 
digestive hemorrhages", as grounds for the rejection, although 
a copy of the article itself (presumably translated from the 
French) was provided to Applicant. 

The full article describes a method for treatment of 
ruptured esophageal varicose veins associated with portal 
hypertension in a cirrhosis patient with hepatic encephalopathy 
(HE), comprising the administration of 2 liters of a PEG 4000 
(Fortrans 7) via a gastric probe over two hours to evacuate 
intestinal blood resulting from acute digestive hemorrhage. 
(Fortrans is an isotonic colonic lavage solution which contains 
PEG 4000 and electrolyte, see attached printout 
( http : //www . emerqinqp . com/ma in/ for trans .asp) of Emerging Pharma 
website; typically, such PEG lavage solutions contain from about
